banging away at it." 


If the Cleveland club had deliberate- 


ly set out to violate the agreement 
"giving sandlot players to the minors," 
it could not have done a better job 
than it did in connection with Feller. 


Landis' decision means that hence 


forth the minors will have the choice of 
what sandlotters are left after 16 major 
league clubs have had the pick. 


The 
commissioner 
was 
rebuffed 


when he made a proposal which was 
calculated to tighten the enforcement 
of the sandlot rule, and the majors, 
who now control the minors through 
extensive chain stores, quickly made 
legal transactions between big league 
teams and semi-professionals and ama- 
teurs. 


Landis pulled a punch for the first 


time in permitting the Cleveland club 
to get away with giving minor league 
owners the run around. He admitted 
the guilt of the Indian management. 


Too Much Dynamite 


The Feller case packed too much 


dynamite even for the judge, who pre- 
viously went out of his way in enforc- 
ing the sandlot regulation. Feller has 
* market value of |100,000, and 25 
othew players, obtained in violation of 
the same sandlot rule, might have pe- 
titioned the commissioner for their 
freedom had he turned the 10-year- 
old pitching phenomenon loose to sign 
with whichever outfit he pleased.
